THE HONGKONG DOLLAR. 


In connection with the seizure by-the polico 
‘of a large amount of counterfeit ooin reported |’ 
the point was raised that a certain ‘silver piece 
dosoriked a8 the Hongkong dollsx was not what 
it was described, but was in fact the Straita’ 
dollar. Support to this theory was found in tho 
fact thot the coin contained what looked Like an 
inscription in Malsy, As the matter was of soma 
interest one of our representatives consulted the 
Colonial Treasurer on the subject, who explained 
that the correct desoription of the coin in ques- 
tion ‘was the British dollar, which was in- 
troduced" in 1895 for use in the Straits 
Settlements aud in’ Hongkong. ‘Two or threo 
“years ogo the Straits ‘Settlomenta . adopted 
iy the gold standard, with the result that so far as 
the Straits were concérned this dollar was no 
longer logal tender. The only place in which |- 
it remained legal tender was in Hongkong, and 
this has led to it being termed. the Hongkong 
dollaz, a loose expression which is perhaps par- 
missible in the ciroamstances. By Ordinance 7 
of 1895 the British dollar was’ declared legal 
tender concurrent with the Mexican dollar.
